The body was found under a 
tree a few yards from the house with 
the razor beside it.

New Orleans, April 6.— Fifteen lives 
were blotted out by a tornado which 
swept 
across 
points 
of three gulf 
states, which was distinctly traceable 
for a distance of 300 m iles, and which 
took about eleven hours in crossing 
the zone. 
The tornado moved from 
oapt to w est, crossing the southern 
ettrem itles of Louisiana and M issis­ 
sippi and strikng into Alabama for a 
short distance. 
Portions of four towns 
were devastated, and dam age exceed­ 
ing probably $500,000 was done, for 
in addition to the places in which the 
tornado m anifested fatal violence the 
disturbance did general 
dam age to 
property, crops ahd telegraph wires 
throughout Its 300-mile course. 
The tornado began at Alexandria, 
La., ina’antly 
killing 
four 
persons 
there, probably fataly Injuring three 
and seriously Injuring fifteen others. 
Soon after daylight it neared the MIS* 
sippi 
river, 
instantly 
killing 
five 
persons 
at 
Jackson. 
La., while at 
Bayou, Sara La., at least half a dozen 
others are reported killed. 
There was one fatal injury at Jack­ 
son 
The tornado next appeared at 
Carson, Miss., where a great property 
damage was done. and the last heard 
of It was about noon near Selm a, Ala., 
x^ ere the Inhabitants saw' whirling 
clouds rise into the air as they cross­ 
ed the river. 
One death, a negro, was 
reported near Selma. 
In the w’oods about Alexandria the 
tornado cut down trees and sm all cab­ 
ins in a narrow line about nine m iles 
long.

down ar Pineville and Injuries were 
repoited. 
The hall did much damage 
to crops. 
At daylight Alexandria began the 
work of clearing the debris, Mayor 
Turner organizing a relief movement.

As In the house, its opponents resort­ 
ed to every expedient to he found in 
the constitution 
and 
parliamentary 
manual, buth without avail.

opponents in the senate were better 
foritfled than had been its opponents 
In the house, with argumenta to show 
that the procedure with this bill was 
in violation of the constitution, and 
when it left, the chamber there were 
several, even among those who had 
voted for it, who were not quite sure 
whether it or the bill sent down three 
weeks ago will be the law. 
During the debate It transpired that 
all tho amendments made to it in 
the house had been considered by the 
governor and a representative of the 
attorney general's office. 
That fact 
is probably an assurance that the bill 
will be Approved. 
The house passed finally a bill by 
Mr. Nebbett providing for the forma­ 
tion of a regiment of 500 Confederate 
soldiers as a state guard of honor. 
It also passed to third reading a sen­ 
ate bill by Mf. Green enlarging the 
powers of corporations. 
On reconvening, the house took up 
the item for the department of educa­ 
tion.
